What is going to happen in Up- 
land during 1933? 

Only speculation can give an 
answer to that question, but for 
inonths the city council has been 
discussing various projects which 
are likely to be realized during the 
coming year. And the new year 
will bring its share of new pro- 
jects and new ideas. 

Besides study by the council, 
other organizations have been 
planning improvements for the 
city. Extent of any improvements 
or changes in the city will be gov- 
erned to a considerable extent by 
the financial condition here and in 
the nation as a whole. 

Listed here are some of the pro- 
jects, changes, new laws and the 
like under consideration by the 
city council. 

Master Zoning Pian

Light and Power 

Perhaps the proposed project of 
vital interest to everyone is the 
question of municipal ownership of 
the light and power department. 
Decision on this question is like- 
ly to come during 1933, with data 
being obtained constantly by city 
officials. Study has revealed that 
other cities owning their plants 
realize a profit and the tendency 
for cities to own their light and 
power systems may eventually re- 
ault in Upland taking on another 
utility. At least, the matter will 
undoubtedly be up for considera- 
tion and possibly a decision before 
& year from now. Other cities buy 
power at a wholesale rate from 
the Southern California Edison Co., 
the municipality handling only the 
distribution system. 

P. E, Track Removal 


Years ago local residents didn’t 
like the idea of the Pacific Elec- 
tric tracks being on Euclid avenue. 
Now all the tracks are gone ex- 
cept that portion from the main 
line P. E. track to about Eighth 
street, just south of the Santa Fe 
line. A committee is working with 
officials of the P. E. and Santa 
Fe, seeking to find a way of hav- 
ing the tracks removed and of per- 
mitting the Pacific Electric to 
cross the Santa Fe at a point near 
Fifth avenue. It might be too 
much to expect for this to be real- 
ized in the immediate future when 
it has not been realized in the 
many years in the past. It is like- 
ly, however. 

Santa Fe Depot 


While on the topic of railroads, 
mention can be made of the hope 
of this city getting a new Santa 
Fe depot. This project, probably 
more than any other one listed, 
will depend on financial conditions. 
Upland is due for a new depot, 
the Santa Fe officials have said, 
but its construction takes money. 
This question, however, is kept 
alive by the city council and the 
chamber of commerce, 

New Postoffice 

Upland is also in line for a new 
postoffice building. That structure 
will probably not be realized for 
several years, but progress such as 
selection of a site may be realized 
during the year. Five sites have 
been submitted to a committee of
